The first logical step each school 
find the children who can 
leaders tomorrow. This should not 
difficult for the teacher who knows 
the achievements her pupils. There 
are children endowed with excellent 
mental ability wasting away precious 
school time, particularly the middle 
and upper grades. Would these chil- 
dren recognize the need scholarship 
now, had they been challenged dis- 
creetly and well the past? The term 
“brain” cast upon youngster his 
fellow schoolmates is, our age, ap-

for prayers for this great cause, 
for eight days, during January 18-25. 
urged all pray for specific kind 
Unity: the oneness all men the 
Catholic Church. called his move- 
ment Unity Octave, for was ex- 
periment. was unusual man, des- 
tined God for special work the 
Church. But this time was 
Protestant. 

began the Chair Unity Octave 
Father Paul James Francis, S.A., 
founder the Society the Atone- 
ment. Within eighteen months Father 
Paul and his little band followers 
were received into the One Fold, testi- 
fying the sincerity their purpose 
and the effectiveness the Octave. 
showed dramatically how Unity would 
The group reception October 30, 
1909, was perhaps the most fascinating 
and challenging event the life the 
Graymoor founder. 

was genius, inspiration, per- 
haps both which led Father Paul 
begin his Unity Octave. was virtu- 
ally alone the time, his only com- 
panion brother. The Atonement Sis- 
ters, under Mother Lurana, S.A., were 
the valley below, but they too were 
few number. Father Paul’s plea for 
prayer was almost cry the wilder- 
ness those early days, but the voice 
grew stronger with the years. Today 
mighty volume reaching out all 
the world. 

Though the feast the Chair St. 
January 18, the purpose the Octave 
the same: pray for the reunion 
Christendom, the conversion unbe- 
levers, and the return lapsed Cath- 
lics. The task gigantic, but not im- 
the difficulties are many, but 
insurmountable. The goal certain: 
‘There shall one fold and one shep- 
herd.” The prayer comes from Christ 
Himself: “Thy kingdom come, Thy will 
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that they all may one, that the world 
may believe that Thou hast sent Me.” 


The Holy Father Speaks 


Over the past five decades the Chair 
Unity Octave has assumed worldwide 
proportions. The voice and pen Fa- 
ther Paul reach out more widely than 
ever, through the communities 
founded and the works which began. 
The Popes have approved and blessed 
the Octave, that the prayer crusade 
which began humbly Graymoor 
has now become official devotion 
the Church. Last year, Pope John gave 
special endorsement urging that 
promoted “everywhere throughout 
the world widely possible, espe- 
cially view the forthcoming Gen- 
eral Council, during which hoped 
that our separated will copi- 
ously illuminated and strengthened 
the Divine Comforter.” 

The Holy Father speaks with the 
voice the Good Shepherd seeking the 
“other sheep” all over the world.

Elsewhere 
pressed the hope that the “bonds 
union the faithful with the Chair 
Peter would contribute towards the early 
return those outside the fold full 
participation the true worship 
God.” 


The World Heeds 


Today never before the world 
interested Unity. Orthodox prelates 
voice their warm regard for Pope John. 
Protestant leaders decry the scandal 
divided Christendom. Catholics are 
alerted their vocation prayer and 
action win souls the One Fold. 


The ecumenical movement, modern 
phenomenon, has won the blessing 
the Holy Office, that “under the inspir- 
ing grace God, due chiefly the 
common prayers the faithful, desire 
has awakened and growing daily 
the hearts men who are separated 
from the Catholic Church, that re- 
union accomplished all who be- 
lieve Christ the Lord.” 
Non-Catholics too pray for reunion 
during the Chair Unity Octave. Their 
idea unity and their intentions are 
vastly different from ours, but they 
pray and God not deaf any sincere 
prayer. Indeed the interest our sep- 
arated brethren should the chil- 
dren the true Church source 
holy joy the Lord well 
inducement lend their assistance 
all, who are sincerely seeking the truth, 
entreating light and strength -from 
God fervent (Holy Office). 


Pray for All 


Centuries ago Prosper Aquitaine 
(5th c.) expressed the universality 
the Church’s prayer for Unity, spirit 
that should characterize our own peti- 
tions: “The Church pleads before God 
everywhere, not only for the saints and 
those regenerated Christ, but also for 
all infidels and all enemies the Cross 
Christ, for all worshippers idols, 
for all who persecute Christ His 
members, for the Jewish people whose 
blindness does not see the light the 
Gospel, for heretics and schismatics who 
are alien the unity faith and 
charity.” 

The Church makes the same extensive 
appeal today. She prays for all who are 
separated from her, whatever the 
reason for the cleavage and however 
wide the gulf may be. She turns Our 
Lady the Mother the Good Shep- 
herd, the special patroness Christian 
Unity, whose love and prayers bring 
men their true spiritual home. The 
Church voices the thoughts her Mas- 
ter and King His longing save the 
world. Her prayer the prayer 
Christ: “that they all may 
that they may perfected unity.”

summarize the foregoing, be- 
comes apparent that music, with reli- 
gion, lends itself the curriculum 
few other subjects can.

Parents are warned not listen 
those who would persuade them 
that religion can separated from 
secular instruction. Certain practices 
parents raise money for children 
enter industry instead giving 
them education and sending them 
inferior schools are disapproved. 
the children are given religious 
education the Pastoral 1829 says 
“Your children will grow 
the staff your old age, the source 
your consolation, and the reward 
better world.” 

But parents that day this 
are not often equal the great op- 
portunity. The parents are asked the 
eternal question: “What will avail

them they gain the whole world 
and lose their own soul.” The par- 
ents are reminded too: “Woe them 
that shall scandalize one these 
little ones that believe Me, 
were better for him that millstone 
were tied round his neck, and that 
were drowned the depths the 
sea.” Failure, neglect, 
quate performance would result 
the “death from which there 
resurrection eternity.” The prob- 
lem then now that the parents 
are not equal the full responsibility 
the Christian even secular 
education their children. 

The Catholic school should sup- 
ported the entire parish within the 
voluntary system, addition the 
small fee for tuition.

The Encyclical Christian Edu- 
cation, after discussing the mission 
the Church education, points 
out the family’s mission:

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ers think over the important things 
they had been discussing. The surprised 
doctors hardly heard Jesus say, “Did 
you not know that must about 
Father’s business?” Before they had 
chance get over their surprise, Jesus 
was embracing His Mother and His 
foster father. they walked down the 
sparkling temple steps, the great doctors 
hurried get one last look this Great 
Teacher and His good, loving Mother 
and their protector St. Joseph.

Abuse special permits (passes hall, 
lockers, etc.) Lack neatness pre- 
paring written work.

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Factoring and Fractions

logical meaning. Yet the ones of- 
fered texts too often are mechanical 
and artificial sympathy goes 
the elementary teacher who must spend 
great deal time learn such 
devices and continue waste time at- 
tempting give clear presentation 


some these artificialities that 


cap arithmetic, the teacher, and the 
pupil. approval, however, re- 
served for more fruitful approach. 

great deal research into the 
mathematics curricula has been, and 
being, done college, secondary, 
and elementary mathematics faculties 
throughout the country. takes some 
time and effort establish communi- 
cation and articulation, but pays off. 
order improve the teaching 
mathematics all levels, St. Xavier 
mathematics faculty has estab- 
lished communication with secondary 
and elementary teachers. This paper 
gives one the encouraging results. 

Since elementary arithmetic deals 
chiefly with natural numbers and ra- 
tional numbers, does not make sense 
use some number theory? Some 
the most natural methods teaching 
elementary arithmetic well estab- 
lishing school-college articulation have 
been the results research and con- 
sideration. amazing had not 
been considered centuries ago. fact, 
some number theory had been included 
older textbooks but probably was 
removed make room for all the 
pictures and diagrams included the 
present day so-called arithmetic texts. 


Organizing Experiment 

result the combined efforts 
elementary, secondary, and college 
teachers, was decided that experi- 
mentation the elementary level, from 
first eighth grade, should con- 
ducted during the year 1959-60, since 
sufficient amount workable ma- 


terial had been accumulated. The pre- 
liminary step was ask few ele- 
mentary teachers learn some number 
theory, experiment with it, and then 
report the other elementary teachers. 
“sold” few teachers, they might 
able “sell” many. Those chosen 
had special training mathematics. 

The experimentation was divided into 
three sections—primary, elementary, 
and upper grades. However, since 
wanted results, this separation was not 
held too rigidly for the elementary 
level. Instead, teachers the fourth 
grade, sixth grade, and eighth grade 
levels were chosen for the continuity 
ideas. The eighth 
will also participate the upper level 
experimentation that there will 
continuity material. 

the first meeting the three teach- 
ers registered negative enthusiasm but 
good will. This was expected. None 
these teachers had had any college 
mathematics except the usual required 
methods course. the time the 
second meeting, the 
changed. Questions tumbled out and 
were answered and further understand- 
ings presented. Back school they then 
went “try out” the ancient number 
theory ideas that were new them.

Sister Mary Donalda, R.S.M., eighth 
grade teacher St. Rose Lima 
Elementary School, Chicago, fired her 
listeners with enthusiasm 
made her report the teachers’ meet- 
ing.

How does 
eighth graders the necessity be- 
ginning anew fractions when most 
them were proficient them al- 
ready? used the psychology 
feeding their ego. They were told they 
would guinea pigs for St. Xavier 
College experimenting some ideas 
worked out the professor 
matics the college. the demon- 
stration few problems the cla:s 
was shown that what they would 
learning would great value 
them high school algebra. Their 
response was very enthusiastic. 

“We began administering diag- 
nostic test fractions. tabulating 
the type errors made our tesi, 
found that the majority mistakes 
were in: (a) borrowing

The children seemed enjoy using this 
method. Part its popularity may have 
been due the novelty the work, 
but good part was due its use- 
fulness.

summary her class’ reac- 
tions, Sister Mary Donalda added her 
evaluation

but some complained the long proc- 
esses involved. course, must 
remembered that these people 
learned the short way first. they had 
never known the short way, the long 
way would not have bothered them. 

“What are reactions? too, en- 
joyed the experiment, and got great 
deal out it. know lot more about 
fractions today. The value program

Need for Change 


Because biology possesses great in- 
trinsic interest and because present-day

They tend force-feed the 
students too many facts using too 
many terms too authoritarian and 
pedantic. manner.

Unifying concepts are lost 
effort master jargon and absorb 
facts. Impressed with the dazzling 
array facts thrust upon him the 
student often tempted offer in- 
cense before the sacred cow science 
little realizing that scientific knowledge 
subject human fallibility. Labora- 
tory work under present programs 
also unsatisfactory often suffers 


from cook-book, label-the-diagram pro- 
cedures with little reference 
living things they occur nature. 

Another weakness the traditional 
biology courses lack up-to-date 
knowledge. present takes five 
ten years for the latest discoveries 
the research worker seep down 
the classroom teacher. This deficiency, 
however, not the fault the high 
school faculty member, the education 
faculty members, the state and 
urban education department staffs that 
have devised curricula the past; Dr. 
Grobman feels that the responsi- 
bility the scholars the field who, 
says, are now co-operating they 
should have been doing all along. This 
co-operation research workers the 
unique aspect the BSCS curricula.

Implementing the Reform

Within about three four years the 
last the G.I. Bill students will gradu- 
ate. There are those who have been 
are being educated under the Bill 
who will regret seeing its influence pass. 
Some will criticize its termination 
unwise economic policy and point 
the fact that college graduate makes, 
the average, $100,000 more 
lifetime than high school graduate 
well more than enough make for 
government educational grants addi- 
tional income taxes. Whatever the mis- 
givings, massive program, one which

However, all servicemen are still able 
make military life count —and 
count heavily college education. 
most cases serviceman should 
able accomplish about two years 
higher education, not when leaves 
the service, but while it. 
takes advantage existing off-duty 
education programs can amass 
good half college education almost 
entirely government expense. 

The military provides elaborate 
system high school 
classes, reaching every sort mili- 
tary assignment, any place the world, 
and covering more subjects than even 
the largest university offers. The most 
extensive program terms students 
and subjects the correspondence 
course system conducted through the 
United States Armed Forces Institute 
Madison, Wis. USAFI offers high 
school, college, and trade school sub- 
jects. Subject matter covers all courses 
service man would need complete 
high school diploma cover roughly 
the first two years basic liberal arts 
program, along with specialized techni- 
cal courses business and the trades. 
Those courses are supplemented 
programs conducted through about 
co-operating Catholic 
leges (Loyola Chicago for instance) 
among them. Co-operating 
courses are taught directly from the 
civilian campuses and cover virtually 
all subjects except laboratory science. 

USAFI college correspondence courses 
are easily among the finest their 
field. Most colleges give full credit for 
them, although the number hours 
correspondence work that student can 
transfer often limited. Standard col- 
lege textbooks are used and provided 
free. College instructors grade exhaus- 
tive written assignments 
course ends with supervised examina- 
tion. Correspondence work has the ad- 
vantage being open any service-

man—from isolated airmen the 
North Pole sailors giant domestic 
naval bases. Where enough interest 
shown, USAFI organizes its students 
into groups and provides instructors. 

Opportunities don’t end with corre- 
spondence courses. Any sizable military 
installation offers regular night school 
college courses from 
tions. These are normal classroom 
courses, taught regular professors 
according standard procedure. 
some areas the colleges make con- 
cession military mobility mush- 
rooming semesters into six weeks. 
the accelerated programs with which 
familiar feature full college 
The night school program conducted 
and foreign colleges. Ambitious service- 
men who have taken part-time college 
work European universities look 
back upon enriching experi- 
ence. adventure for which 
civilian college students spend small 
fortunes. 

These are the main programs offered 
part-time basis. Many service- 
men will also find that they can claim 
college credit for technical courses they 
have taken part their military 
Such things as_ electronics, 
mathematics, languages, 
justice quite often carry college credit. 
Basic military training counts most 
colleges for military science 
cal education credits. assist service- 
men which programs are useful 
credit basis civilian colleges, mili- 
tary posts feature detailed rating cata- 
logues their education offices. 

Costs the program make doubly 
attractive. Servicemen should remember 
that, while the service, room and 
board, clothing and recreation are more 
less provided. These items would 
major cost factors college campus. 
The government pays three quarters 
the tuition cost night courses and 
all the cost USAFI correspond- 
ence courses. The student pays 
the tuition for night school and 
buys his own textbook. 
this means that serviceman can take 
three-hour college course for about 
$15, including the cost the text. 

There are probably exceptions, but 
found, four-year Air Force stint, 
that most military organizations are 
co-operative arranging work shifts 
make room for class schedules. I’ve 
known airmen who completed work 
pre-medical baccalaureate degrees 
tending classes during the day and 
working night shifts for the military.

This splendid paperback Father 
Weisheipl, faculty member the Do- 
minicans’ famed Albertus Magnus Lyceum 
River Forest, packed with informa- 


tion; better still, offers the reader 
brilliant, skillful, and extremely fascinating 
and accurate account the development 
physical theory the Middle Ages, 
enabling him appreciate and evaluate 
the originality modern physical theory 
from the days Galileo the present. 

brief introductory chapter sets the 
stage for Father Weisheipl’s discussion 
medieval physical theory focusing atten- 
tion the dominant figure early mod- 
ern science, Galileo Galilei. Despite the 
picture given hundreds textbooks, 
modern science did not arise abruptly with 
Galileo. His approach nature has long 
history, and glance the vast fund 
scientific knowledge which 
from his predecessors essential 
are understand Galileo’s own unique 
contributions and the direction gave 
theorists later centuries. 

this heritage that Father Weis- 
turns the subsequent chapters 
his work. first takes the physical 
theories the early Middle Ages, the 
period extending from the second and third 
centuries after Christ the twelfth cen- 
tury. During the first portion 
period, when the intellectual life Europe 
centered along the Mediterranean, there 
was actually little serious effort develop 
physical theory nature, scholars’ 
interests lay chiefly Platonic meta- 
physics, Aristotelian logic, and Stoic mo- 
rality, with considerable work being done 
the area mathematical science. From 
the beginning the sixth century the 
end the period, the scholars Europe 
were chiefly concerned with those portions 
the Greek heritage transmitted 
Boethius, and this was rather meager, 
consisting chiefly elements Aristo- 


telian logic, Euclidean geometry, the rudi- 
ments arithmetic, and the cosmology 
Plato’s Timaeus. 

The turning point came the twelfth 
century, when the corpus Greek thought 


began make its way 
Europe, indirectly through 
from the Arabic, colored the 
platonic interpretation Aristotle the 
hands his Moslem commentators, and 
directly through translations 
Greek emanating from The vast out- 
pouring translations prepared the way 
for the revised Aristotelian approach 
nature fostered Albertus Magnus and 
Thomas Aquinas. For these key figures 
the thirteenth century, the Physics 
Aristotle offered systematic 
the most fundamental and common 
nomenon bodies move. Unlike 
the mathematical approach nature 
pioned Platonic metaphysics, the Aris- 
totelian approach sought take al! 
the factors involved motion, not merely 
its quantitative and dimensional 
Here the author’s summary 
Physics interpreted Albert and 
Thomas superb. Only man who has 
pondered the texts for long period 
time could have summarized 
accurately, and intelligently. 
Contemporary with Albert and Thomas 
was Robert Grosseteste, who 
new better, perhaps, revised old 
—approach physical reality when 
sought apply mathematics physical 
phenomena. His approach was taken 
two men particular, Roger Bacon and 
Robert Kilwardby. The latter sought 
reduce all perceptible phenomena quan- 
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titative dimensions, and thereby prepared 
the way for Thomas Bradwardine. The 
latter, who lived during the early part 
the fourteenth century, eliminated the con- 
cept motion physical process, sub- 
stituting for the concept motion 
velocity. This was the first step toward 
the mathematization motion. Bradwar- 
dine was followed scholars Merton 
College, Oxford, whose investigations into 
mathematical questions did much lay 
the basis for the calculus Leibnitz and 
Newton the seventeenth century. last 
came Galileo, who held that mathematics 
the key nature and that the mathe- 
matical approach physical reality, 
motion, alone capable discovering 
what is. With Galileo are the 
threshold new era science. During 
the past three and half centuries the 
scientific approach Galileo did much 
establish has achieved much. Yet con- 
temporary physicists, when they turn 
examination the foundations upon 
which their probings into nature rest, are 
discovering the need for nonmathemati- 
cal, strictly physical inquiry into the phe- 
nomena presented the material 
universe. here that Aristotle’s physical 
theory has its greatest contribution 
make.

related only through knowing mind. For 
this Whitehead would substitute doctrine 
internal relations, based upon real 
continuity nature and objective causal 
interdependence between physical things. 
Whereas this teaching takes due account 
the real relationships between things 
does raise problem far the indi- 
viduality things concerned prob- 
lem Whitehead sought answer his 
distinction between formal and objective 
existence and his notion organism. 

The author notes the many influences 
Whitehead’s thought, particular that 
Leibnitz, Bergson, Plato, and 
Aristotle, and does excellent job 
introducing the reader the thought 
man whose genius merits close attention.
